The report of the Board of Trustees of the North Alabama Bap- 
tist Collegiate Institute and Normal School was read by the Clerk. 
On motion of Bro. C» G. Lynch, the report on education was also 
read, and on motion to adopt, the two reports were discussed by 
Bros, Jos. Shackelford, C. G. Lynch and J. P. Scruggs. On motion 
of Bro. R. T. Wear, the subject of Ministerial Education was taken 
up in connection with the two reports already read and discussed, 
and the report on Ministerial Education was' read by Bro. E. J. 
Barksdale; also, the report of the Board of Ministerial Education 
was read with the report of the Treasurer of that Board. The 
whole subject of education was now before the Association, em- 
bracing the school at Mountain View, Education, Ministerial and 
otherwise, and the Board of Ministerial Education. Different 
phases of the subject were discussed by the following brethren :

The subject of education was then taken up and the following 

report adopted. 

Sohool at Jffovntain "JJiaiO. 

Following is the report of the Board of Trustees of the School at 
Mountain View, near Trinity, Morgan county, Alabama: 

T the Muscle Shoals Association : 

Dear Brethren : — Since your last session, quite a disaster has 
b, fallen our school. Qn last Christmas the school building was 
burned ; everything in it was consumed, except an organ, one 
stove and some chairs, belonging to the two Literary Societies. 
r j he remainder of the session was taught in the Baptist Church and 
1 asonic Hall in Danville. Our enrollment last session was 81. 
I would have been much larger had we not met with this disaster, 
as we had the promise of more students after the holidays. The 
citizens of Danville did not think they were able to replace the 
building, or to contribute to its rebuilding. The Board of Trustees 
had several offers made to them to remove the school. Finally it 
was decided to remove the Institution and the Board accepted the 
oit'er made by the citizens of Trinity and surrounding neighbor- 
hood, which was a subscription of about. 12 acres of land, and a 
school building worth, perhaps, three or four hundred dollars, and 
about $800 in money and work. 

In June, last, the school was located at Mountain View, near 
Trinitv, Morgan county, Ala. It is a most eligible location, on a 
i ountain, with pure air and pure water, convenient to the railroad 



and within six miles of the Decatur*. 1H 

The old school building, formerly the Grange Hall; which was 
donated by Bro. J. Gunn, with three acres of land, has been thor- 
oughly repaired and painted, and is now a handsome and comfort- 
able building. 

The school was opened on the 11th of September, with an enroll- 
ment of 44. We expect this to increase very soon. It will take 
all the money contributed by the people of Trinity and vicinity to 
pay for repairs of the old building, with the additions necessary to 
be made, and to buy school desks. The building which we are now 
using for school purposes, we design making a chapel and in order 
to make our school a success, we must erect a school building prop- 
er, and also, a boarding house. The building we propose to erect 
will cost at least $2,600, perhaps $3,000. The boarding 
house will cost at . least $2,000. With a total cost of $5,000 
we can put up these buildings. The Baptist of North Ala- 
bama can surely contribute this amount for such a laudable pur- 
pose. The Board of Trustees presents this matter to vour honora- 
ble body, and most respectfully request you to give it your serious 
consideration. This school can be made an instrument of great 
usefulness if the Baptists will rally' around it and' give it their 
patronage and their contributions. Muscle Shoals Association 
ought to take special interest in this school. It is within her 
bounds. We ought to get at least $2,000 of the $5,000 needed 
from the Baptists of this Association. The Board has appointed 
Rev. J. I. Stockton as an agent, to raise this money, who has the 
authority to appoint sub agents in each of the three associations. 
We trust that you will kindly receive him and contribute liberal- 
ly to this cause. 

The Board calls the attention of the Association to the fact that 
the time of three of the Trustees, elected by you, expires with this 
session and it will be necessary to fill their places, either by their 
re-election or the selection of others. The names of these Trustees 
are A. W. Bailey, Dr. John P. Hodges and A. L. Moody.

R&port on Qduoation. 

Your Committee on Education report as follow*: 
The spirit of education is abroad in the land. There «re more 
educational institutions now in our country than there has ever 
been before. Our common schools are increasing in number and 
in efficiency because we have a larger number of efficient teachers, 
schools for higher education are also more numerous than they 
were ten years ago. If young men and young women are not edu- 
cated now it will not be because the facilities for giving an educa- 
tion are wanting. The boy or girl that does not get an education 
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in this age will be left behind in the world's progress and they may 
expect nothing else than to be "hewers of wood and drawers of 
water to their mere fortunate fellows who have prepared them- 
selves for the exigencies of life by securing an education. It is 
important for our children to have an education, but it is far more 
important that they have the right kind of an education. Schools 
that so A o ily to improve the mind and give but little attention to 
the training of the heart and the moral character, are of tyut little 
worth. Christians should have Christian schools. It is all impor- 
tant that our children should be taught that to "Love God and 
keep His comman lments is the whole duty of man." This includes 
the teaching of tht word of God, and the moral law which that word 
cont litis; and fhL can only be consistently done in a Christian 
school. Baptists should have Baptist schools ; not that they may 
teach their peculiar doctrines in them, but because they throw 
around their children that influence which will tend to make them 
moral and, also, believers in our doctrines. 

Denominational schools are necessary to preserve our denomina- 
tional character and call forth our denominational pride. The 
Baptists have ever been the friends and patrons of education. The 
Universities and Colleges in the-United States that have been built 
up a nd supported by Baptists are witnesses of this truth. Almost 
every state has one or 1; ore Universities or Colleges that have 
been founded by Baptists. The existence of these institutions of 
learning shows that our people in the past have thought on this 
subject. They would not have spent so much money in building 
up the 86 ing :tn ions of learning if they had not thought them a 
necessity, and that they would be productive of great good. If 
these Baptist schools were necessary then, they are necessary now. 
State schools can never fill their place. If we need Baptist Colleges 
we also need Baptist High Schools, which are auxiliary to the 
colleges. 

Your committee would especially call the attention of this Asso- 
ciation to a Baptist school in your midst, and which belongs in part 
to this Association. We refer to the North Alabama Baptist Col- 
legiate Institute and Normal School, now located at Mountain 
View; near Trinity. This is the only Baptist school in the Ten- 
nessee River valley. It should be supported by the Baptists of 
North Alabama. It has met with reverses; its buildings at Dan- 
ville, where it was formerly located, were burned last Winter. It 
is now at a neW home ; not such, however, as it needs ; not such as 
the Baptists can give it if they will open their hearts and their 
purses to the call of the Trustees of this school for help to build a 
new house. If this school is not just 'such as you would have it, 
you can make it so by sending your boys and girls to it to be educa- 
ted, and by contributing liberally to build such houses as the school 
needs, and to purchase such apparatus as will enable it to compete 
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with other schools. This school is most eligibly located, both as 
to convenience of access, and as to health. We would most ear- 
nestly urge the brethren and sisters of this Association to patron- 
ize this school, and also to contribute of their means to enable the 
Board of Trustees to build. 

We would also recommend to our people, Howard College, at 
East Lake, and the Judson, at Marion, as Baptist Institutions 
worthy of their patronage. Both of these Institutions belong to 
the Baptist State Convention of Alabama. Recently, we rejoice 
to say, both of them have been relieved from oppressive debts by 
the lil.erality of Alabama Baptists. They are without endow- 
ment and have to be sustained by the patronage which they re- 
ceive. We believe that they should be patronized by Baptists in 
preference to the State schools. If Baptisis do not patronize their 
own institutions, how can they be sustained? We cannot expect 
those not Baptists to do it. We owe it to ourselves and to these 
institutions which we, as a denomination, have founded, to give 
them a hearty support. If we, as Baptists, fail to foster these 
schools; if we fail to stand by them, and permit them to go down 
for want of patronage, we will be guilty of a great wrong to them, 
and will bring disgrace and shame upon the Baptist name. 

xJut we look for better things from our people. Let us, as an 
Association, rally around our school at Mountain View; let us 
send our boys and girls there to be educated, and let us help to put 
up a good school building and dormitories and make it a school that 
shall be second to none of its grade in the State.

J2«£ori of Board of Jffinistarial Qduoation. 

Dear Brethren :— Your Board of Ministerial Education has had 
as beneficiaries, during the past year, Bros. A. W. Briscoe and J. 
L. Richey, both of whom attended pur school at Danville, during 
the pa«t session. Owing to the fact that they did not enter the 
school for sometime after the session commenced, they did not 
quite complete their course in that school and did not graduate. 
The Board appropriated $75.00 to Bro. J. L. Richey and $75.00 to 
Bro. A. W. Briscoe. The amount pledged at the last Association 
and paid in at the Association was $139.52, but as there were some 
old pledges not sent up, and some churches did not pledge, but 
were in the habit of paying something to this fund, it was thought 
that we could safely rely on $150.00, so we appropriated that 
amount to these two brethren. The churches, however have not 
paid their pledges promptly and money has failed to come in from 
sources that we fully expected that it would come. The result is, 



that for the first time the present Board has to report a debt. It 
owes Bro. Richey $79.05, and Bro. A. W. Briscoe $48.77. There is 
also an additional amount of $8.74 due by Bro. Richey to parties 
who furnished him with necessaries, expecting that the Board 
would pay it. Last year your Board appropriated $100 to Bro. 
Richey, but most of this was paid out of funds collected at the last 
Association and some collected since. The small amount raised at 
our last association for ministerial education, and the failure of 
many churches to send up their pledges, accounts for the deficit. 
It will take at least $100 to pay the Board out of debt, in addition 
to what we may reasonably expect the churches to send up to this 
Association in cash for ministerial education. It will take fully $100 
to support a young minister at school for one nine months session. 
In addition to this, the Association expected to pay one-half of 
his regular tuition. The teachers ought not to be expected to give 
all the tuition. Inp.iying Bros. Richey and Briscoe we have made 
no allowance for one-half of their tuition, which the Board of 
Trustees of the Baptist Collegiate Institute asks us to pay, but we 
include it in the $100 of indebtedness, and leave the matter with 
the Association. 

The Board has no application for assistance from any young 
minister. 

The report of the Treasurer is herewith presented as a part of 
this report, which will show the amounts collected and expended.

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It occurs i-o the minds of your committee, brethren, that the ar- 
guments produced in this Association, at stated times for more 
than fifty years, by some of the most pious, the most self-sacrific- 
ing, the most learned and devout servants of God, that perhaps, 
ever labored within the bounds of the Muscle Shoals association, 
and many of whom have passed to their rewards on high ; many 
still surviving, are so overwhelmingly convincing as to our duty in 
this respect, that this association and all the churches that com- 
pose it might rise up as with the voice of one man, confess that 
we knew our duty but did it not. Would not this be a good time 
to take the admonition of the Apostle Paul to the church at Rome, 
found in 12th Romans, where he said: "I beseech you, therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, that ye present your bodies a 
living sacrifice wholly acceptable unto God which is your reasonable 
service. And be not conformed to this world but be ye transformed 
by the renewing of your minds, that ye may prove whit is that 
good and acceptable and perfect will of God." We recommend 
that we have such a renewing of our minds here to-day — that all 
the messengers present, together with the pastors of the churches, 
do resolve that we will do the best we can for this cause whilst 
here and will return home determined to co-opperate with our 
pastors in securing the hearty co-operation of all the membership 
in giving aid to this grand work. 

In case we do this in faithfulness, we believe that such an offer- 
ing will be carried up to the next meeting of this body as will be 
acceptable and well pleasing to God, and such an one in amount 
as, perhaps, this Association has never received at any one session 
in all the years gone by. We see no reason why this Association 
should feel discouraged or tired of this good work. It is true not 
so much has been done as could have been, or should have been 
done, yet, when we take into consideration the number of young 
ministers who have already been greatly benefitted through this 
means and are now efficient servants of God, many of them preach- 
ing the gospel of Christ with power within our own bounds, and 
not only this, but we turn our eyes to Trinity. There we see an 
institution of learning, established by the Muscle Shoals Associa- 
tidn and two other bodies, directed and controlled by their own 
authority, under the supervision of one of our own servants, who 
in every sense in heart is identified with her best interest, and for 
a number of years consecrated himself to the service of God with- 
in the bounds of this Association ; and as an educator he, perhaps, 
stands second to no one within our knowledge.

Your committee on Institute work beg leave to make the fol- 
lowing report :— Brethren W. E. Hudman. J.-T. Shaffer and J. E. 
Gregory, for the executive committees of Institue Board, have is- 
sued an address to the Baptists of Alabama calling attention of 
the brotherhood of the state to this important work We cannot 
do better than offer a part of their address td this association, 
is important that the work being attempted by any of our boards 
should be fully understood by our people, so that they may intel- 
ligently determine their duty. The Institute Board was created 
by our state •onvention in 1897 and charged with arranging insti- 
tute work among the white preachers of the state. Now what is 
the special work of the Institute Board? It is a denominational 
effort to reach and help our field ministry in sermonic study, and 
in all else relating to the general performance of their duty. It is 
the hope of the board that our work may tend to broaden the fel- 
lowship and acquaintance of our preachers that we may have the 
benefit of their cooperation in all our great denominational enter- 
prises. To accomplish this we think would be an important 
achievment. We conclude that this is the most important and 
hopeful work before the denomination, and until it is accom- 
plished by this or some other agency, the denomination will work 
at a great disadvantage. These institutes are or five and six days. 
duration. The instruction is attempted by lectures. Rev. G. S. 
Anderson is our Superintendent of Institute work, and delivers 
about ten lectures at each Institute on the. law of discourse, as ap- 
plied in Sermon Structure. This is a new feature in Institute 
work and has been very helpful to our preachers attending our 
meetings. Other brethren delivered lectures on other subjects. 
We attempt to use our stronger men — pastors, in our work. We 
mean to help our pastors, and to do it with all our might; using 
the men we have in our employment, and also, our wisest and best 
pastors, as we can . 

Some have helped us and some have ignored us, we still appeal 
to them for their aid. It is a fact that more than three-fourths of 
our pastors who are in charge of our village and country churches 



have been denied the benefit of special College and Seminary train- 
ing. They cannot now avail themselves of such training. The" 
schools cannot reach them, nor can they reach the schools. They 
are among our best men. We have attempted to help our young 
men who could attend the schools, why not attempt to help )these 
men on the field, who are in the thickest of the fight? We think 
tr ey should be aided and quickly and earnestly. If it is done we 
n ust go to them on the field. This is what we are doing. Breth- 
rt n treat our work according to its importance, according to its 
n al merit. This is all we ask. We are your servants to carry this 
work on, and we can do only what your contribution and endorse- 
ment make possible. We have had three men on the field, Breth 
ren G. S. Anderson, Q. A. Harnacly and F. O. David. Bro. Harn- 
acly has recently resigned from this work. Now brethren you see 
the situation. The Institute board is about a $1000 in debt. When 
the great indebtedness of the state was paid the Institute board was 
I- ft out. We appeal to you now that special attention be given this 
v irk at this association. We need help for like other boards we 
m ant to come to the convention out of debt. Your committee res- 
pectfully ask the association that any funds sent up undesignated 
be turned over to the Institute board, also that the delegates in ap- 
portioningtheir pledges for their churches for another, year let the 
Institute Work snare a prorater part.

We be- 
lieve that each minister in this association should keep a number 
of good tracts for distribution in the homes of their members; not 
only this, but our association could not better spend $25 or $30 
than in the purchasing of good literature for distribution among 
our people each year. On last year we reported 2807 members 



withi our bounds; and of this number, about 10 or 15 percent 
underhand the Baptist doctrines. What a lamentable fact ! The 
pastoj 5 cannot fully instruct their members in one or two hours' 
work in every seven hundred and twenty. Our Baptist people 
need inbtructions in Baptist principles. Again, if we as Baptists 
do not oupply the young with literature, some other denomination 
will. All other religious denominations are flooding, our country 
with ueir tracts. Can we Baptists suffer our children to read 
these racts, or will we supply them ourselves ? We earnestly beg 
the ex cutive board to jsee that money is given for this purpose. 
O, me the day soon come when the Baptists of North Alabama 
will b strong in our doctrine.

You* committee on Sunday-schools make the following report.* 
Last y* ar, of the 48 churches represented in this body, 33 reported 
Sunda., -schools, with a membership of 1304. Four of the churches 
gave no statistics. This year, of the 34 churches represented, 19 
report Sunday-schools, with a membership of 978. From this re- 
port it is clearly seen that we are retrograding, and unless there is 
soon h nange for the better we will be in a deplorable condition. 
Yes, j are already there. Brethren, this ought not to be. We 
consider the Sunday-school one of the greatest auxiliaries to the 
church, and as Baptists let us be more loyal to the cause which we 
believr is none other than the cause of Christ. This is a progress- 
ive ag« ; an age in which men make great sacrifices for the promo- 
tion oi their own selfish purposes, and yet for the cause of the Sun- 
days ool we fail to stand. Just think ! — last year's report showed 
the m mbership of our association 3012, and this year's report 
showe that only 978 are in Sunday-school, and no doubt many of 
these -e unconverted. We feel safe in saying that of the 978, 
50- per entare out of Christ, which leaves only 489 Baptists be- 
longin; to _our Sunday-schools. What ! you say 8012 Baptists and 
only 4.' 9 in Sunday-school ? Such is the condition. The reason 
we do iot understand Too many of us have the idea that the 
Sunday-school is only for children and ignorant people. Brethren, 
we are all ignorant ; and if we would not remain so, let us attend 
Sunday-school. It has been truly said, "We must educate or we 
mustperish," and there is no education more ennobling, elevating 
and sublime than that received in the Sunday-school. Pastors, 
let us irge upon our churches the importance of attending the 
Sunday -school ; and let us strive to arouse them from their leth- 
argy ard inaction and get them interested in Sunday-school work, 



so that by the meeting of another association every church may be 
able to report a flourishing Sundav-school.
